NI  BOARD  CHAIRMAN  WELCOMES  OIN  MEMBERS 


Fellow  Members, 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  welcome  the  many  OIN  members 
who  have  joined  NI  as  part  of  the  NI-OIN  combination.  This  combination 
came  about  when  OIN  officials  approached  NI  about  a combination  as  they 
felt  that  more  could  be  accomplished  with  one  central  organization.  As 
it  was  felt  that  NI  had  the  stronger  organization  (centralized  Board  of 
Governors,  highly  respected  monthly  NI  BULLETIN,  excellent  reference 
library  and  reference  collection  of  coins  and  paper  money),  it  was  de- 
cided that  NI  would  be  the  surviving  organization.  As  reported  in  the 
January  1981  NI  BULLETIN , NI  and  OIN  reached  an  agreement  during  NICE 
1980  and  now  both  organizations  are  proceeding  with  the  combination.

Fred  was  previously  Article  Editor  for  OIN's 
JOURNAL  OF  INTERNATIONAL  NUMISMATICS  and  his  experience  will  be  of 
great  assistance  to  Marvin  Fraley,  Editor  of  the  NI  BULLETIN , who  has 
had  total  responsibility  for  editing,  typing  and  setting  up  the  NI  BUL- 
LETIN in  the  past.  We  are  sure  there  are  others  who  will  be  coming 
into  NI  from  OIN  which  will  also  provide  assistance  in  other  areas. 

For  sure  we  can  use  these  members  to  continue  the  educational  programs 
and  meetings  at  many  of  the  national  coin  shows  which  OIN  has  been  very 
successful  at  in  the  past. 

The  financial  resources  which  are  being  received  from  OIN  will  provide 
funds  for  expanding  existing  educational  programs  of  NI  and  will  allow 
us  to  begin  to  review  potential  new  projects.  In  this  regard,  your 
Board  of  Governors  will  be  meeting  in  the  near  future  to  discuss  long 
range  plans  for  NI  and  you  input  and  ideas  will  be  appreciated.

WHAT  DO  I COMMEMORATE?

The  Air  Ship 


The  only  coin  in  the  world  to 
picture  a dirigible  commemorates 
a record  breaking  21  day  flight 
around  the  world  by  the  Graf 
Zeppelin  in  1929.  It  was  minted  in  1930  of  .500  silver  at  all  six 
German  mints  in  the  three  and  five  mark  denominations.  The  total 
mintage  of  the  3 mark  was  1 million  and  there  were  400,000  of  the  5 
mark  coins.  It  has  a lettered  edge  and  the  device  on  the  reverse 
is  the  dirigible  Graf  Zeppelin  over-flying  a world  globe. 
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Ottoman  Silver  Coins 


In  the  late  sixteenth  century  when  Selim  II  was  sultan  of  Tukey,  the 
conquest  of  the  island  of  Cyprus  was  an  important  event.  It  had  been 
under  Venetian  rule  since  1489,  but  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  used 
as  a safe  harbour  for  Christian  corsairs  who  infested  the  waters  of 
the  Levant  assailing  Muslim  traffic  and  pilgrims,  it  was  a prime  tar- 
get for  attack  by  the  Ottoman  forces. 

The  Grand  vizir  Mehmed  Sokolli  tried  to  prevent  the  war  but  the  sul- 
tan was  convinced  otherwise.  Selim  had  renewed  the  formal  state  of 
peace  with  the  Venetians  in  1567,  but  a few  years  later  the  mufti 
Abu'l  Su'ud  issued  a fetva  (legal  judgment)  declaring  it  was  permis- 
sible to  break  treaties  when  the  purpose  in  view  was  to  recover  con- 
trol of  lands  which  had  once  been  under  Muslim  rule.  Both  sides  sug- 
gested compromises  but  the  war  faction  in  Constantinople  won  out,  and 
when  in  1570  the  Ottoman  demand  for  cession  came  to  the  Venetians  it 
was  adamantly  rejected. 

Mustafa  Pasha  landed  forces  in  the  island  in  July  1570.  Nicosia  fell 
on  September  9th  and  the  Christian  fleet  retired  to  Italian  waters 
having  achieved  nothing.  Later,  after  a league  had  been  formed  in 
May  1571,  an  abortive  attempt  to  strike  the  Ottomans  with  combined 
forces  from  Spain,  the  Papacy  and  Venice  occurred,  but  it  came  too 
late.  Famagusta,  the  last  Venetian  stronghold,  surrendered  in  August 
1571  after  an  eleven  months  siege.  However,  the  Christian  naval  forces 
did  manage  to  achieve  a great  victory  by  destroying  the  Ottoman  fleet 
at  Lepanto  in  October  1571,  but  the  initiative  had  been  lost. 

By  March  1573  the  Venetians  sued  for  peace  and  on  the  7th  recognised 
Ottoman  sovereignty  over  Cyprus.  They  managed  to  obtain  a large  pay- 
ment in  war  indemnities  in  return  for  the  cession  of  Cyprus  to  the 
sultan.  Spain  in  the  meantime  had  to  withdraw  its  forces  to  attend 
to  the  defence  of  Tunis  which  they  eventually  lost  to  the  Ottomans. 

Kibris,  as  the  Turks  called  the  island,  combined  with  the  adjacent 
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territory  in  Anatolia,  was  created  a province  in  1571.  Its  status  in 
the  next  two  hundred  years  changed  frequently.  First  it  was  a sanjak 
of  the  Kapudan  Pasha  (the  Ottoman  Admiral  in  chief),  whose  vilayet  (pro- 
vince) was  Ceyazir  (the  Archipelago)  1660-1703  and  again  from  1784  on- 
wards. From  1703-1745  and  1748-1784  it  was  a fief  of  the  Grand  Vizirs, 
but  for  a short  period,  1743-1748  became  a province  again. 

In  1878  Britain  took  over  the  administration  and  occupied  it  by  an  ^ 
agreement  with  the  Sultan.  It  was  annexed  by  Britain  in  1914  and  this 
status  was  formally  recognised  by  the  Turkish  Republican  government 
at  the  Treaty  of  Lausanne  in  July  1923.  It  became  a Crown  colony  a 
year  later  in  1924. 


Although  the  island  was  under  Ottoman  rule  for  three  hundred  and  seven 
years,  the  mint  in  Cyprus  was  active  only  during  the  reigns  of  three 
sultans.  The  enlarged  illustrations  and  drawings  below  show  the  types 
of  silver  coins  (mostly  akoes ) which  are  in  collections  which  have  been 
published.  The  legends  are  fairly  simple  and  clear,  on  the  obverse  is 
the  name  of  the  sultan  and  his  father  who  has  the  title  of  khan,  inci- 
dentally one  of  them  (a  heavier  silver  coin)  has  this  inscription  in 
tughra  form,  a variant  from  the  form  used  on  other  coins  of  this  ruler 
struck  at  other  mints  in  the  empire.  The  reverse  bears  the  customary 
azze  nasruhu  (may  his  victory  be  glorious) , duribe  Kibris  (minted  in 
Cyprus)  with  the  date  of  the  sultan's  accession.  The  coins  illustrated 
are :

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  Turkish  name  of  the  island  was  used 
again  (in  the  modern  alphabet)  on  banknotes  dated  1961  and  on  the  series 
of  coins  issued  in  1963.  The  present  name  Kibris,  with  the  addition  of 
Cumhuriyeti  (Republic  of),  was  initiated  after  the  proclamation  of  the 
Turkish  Federalist  State  in  February  1975  which  enabled  the  Turkish 
Republic  to  rule  the  entire  northern  sector  of  the  island.  This  his- 
toric event  was  precipitated  by  the  invasion  of  the  island  by  the 
Turkish  army  in  July  1974  following  the  coup  by  the  Greek  ruling  junta 
when  President  Makarios  decided  to  leave  the  island.

A VISIT  TO  ETHIOPIA

A visit  to  Ethiopia  during  the  last  week  of  November,  1980  found  both 
the  old  and  new  coinage  still  in  circulation  in  all  denominations 
(except  the  silver  fifty  cent  piece  - Y34,  Y34a).  The  Haile  Selassie 
one  (Y-30),  five  (Y-31) , ten  (Y-32)  and  twenty-five  (Y-35)  cents  [all 
dated  EE  1936  (1944)],  while  still  available  and  circulating,  are 
being  withdrawn  whenever  they  reach  the  bank  (there  is  only  one  bank  - 
all  having  been  nationalized).  They  will  cease  to  be  legal  tender  in 
March  or  April,  1981.  The  new  coins  [all  dated  EE  1969  (1977)]  don't 
seem  to  be  in  very  ready  supply.  It  is  common  to  buy  somthing  in  a 
shop  and  have  the  clerk  scoot  around  the  corner  for  change.  In  a 
major  international  hotel  such  as  the  Intercontinental  it  is  difficult 
to  get  coins  in  change  for  more  than  a one  Birr  bill.  I was  able  to 
obtain  all  coinage  denominations;  one  (Y-36),  five  (Y-37),  ten  (Y-38) , 
twenty-five  (Y-39)  and  fifty  (Y-40)  cents  with  a little  patience.  The 
one  and  ten  cent  pieces  were  available  in  uncirculated  condition.  The 
Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins , 1981  Edition  does  not  seem  to  list 
the  EE  1969  dated  coins  in  other  than  proof,  however  currency  coins 
are  readily  available.  Of  more  than  100  one  cent  pieces  I obtained 
all  were  dated  EE  1969.  I did  not  see  any  of  the  EE  1970  (1978) 
issue  which  is  listed  in  SCWC . 

Paper  money  up  to  100  Birr  notes  was  readily  available;  all  post 
Haile  Selassie  issues.  The  lower  the  denomination  of  the  note  the 
poorer  the  condition.  The  one  Birr  notes  were  often  illegible  and 
held  together  with  scotch  tape.  I found  a few  one,  five  and  ten  Birr 
notes  close  to  uncirculated  condition.  I was  unable  to  find  any  shops 
specializing  in  coins  but  nearly  all  souvenir  type  shops  featured  some 
coins . 

There  were  many  Maria  Theresa  Thalers,  all  in  "about  good"  condition 
along  with  a selection  of  the  most  common  coins  imaginable  - none  of 
any  interest.

A NUMISMATIC  EVIDENCE?

Late  in  the  year  275  A.D. , the  emperor  Aurelian  was  murdered  by  some 
of  his  own  officers  and  it  took  some  time  before  the  Senate  named  the 
old  senator  Tacitus  as  the  new  emperor.  That  happened  before  the  end 
of  the  same  year,  after  an  interregnum.  The  length  of  that  interreg- 
num has  been  disputed  by  several  authors.  Based  on  the  historians  of 
the  4th  century,  some  of  them  accepted  a duration  of  six  months,  but 
others  preferred  a shorter  length  of  one  or  two  months.  The  existence 
of  Alexandrian  coins  of  Aurelian's  7th  year  prove  that  his  death  cer- 
tainly happened  after  August  29th,  making  a short  interregnum  prefer- 
able (1). 

It  rarely  happened  that  during  the  third  century  an  empress  survived 
her  husband,  as  they  were  generally  murdered  together.  One  of  the  ex- 
ceptions was  Ulpia  Severina,  Aurelian's  wife.  Very  little  is  known 
about  her,  since  the  ancient  historians  hardly  mention  her  name,  but 
some  modern  historians  wrote  that,  during  the  interregnum,  the  Senate 
governed  in  her  name.  After  the  appointment  of  Tacitus,  she  probably 
returned  into  private  life. 

Best  of  all  she  is  known  from  coins  with  her  portrait.  They  are  main- 
ly the  product  of  the  Roman  mints  issuing  the  imperial  currency  and  of 
the  Alexandrian  mint.  In  Egypt  her  coins  are  only  known  with  Aurelian's 
6th  and  7th  regnal  years,  thus  after  his  currency  reform  of  274  A.D. 

As  Milne  already  mentioned  (2) , coins  of  year  7 are  more  frequently 
found  with  Severina's  portrait  than  that  of  the  emperor.  Being  at  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  last  year,  I was  faced  with  the  same  fact, 
since  the  proportion  was  8 tetradrachms  of  Aurelian  to  20  of  Severina, 
while  the  proportion  of  those  from  year  6 was  30  tetradrachms  of  Aur- 
elian to  16  of  Severina.  Other  empresses  are  known  to  have  had  an 
important  output  of  tetradrachms  (e.g.  Julia  Mamaea,  Otacilia  Severa, 
Salonina) , but  they  never  outnumbered  those  of  the  reigning  emperor. 


Severina,  Year  7,  Alexandria  Mint 


It  explains  why  the  six  reverse  types  used  in  year  7 (Athena,  Dikaiosyne, 
Elpis,  Nike,  eagle  1.  and  eagle  r.)  are  all  represented  in  large  col- 
lections for  Severina.  For  Aurelian  Dattari  mentioned  four  types 
(Athena,  Dikaiosyne,  Elpis,  eagle  1.)  (3);  Milne  also  four  (Athena, 
Dikaiosyne,  Mike,  eagle  r.)  (4),  the  Elpis  reverse  was  later  added  by 
Kraay  (5);  the  BMC  only  one  (Dikaiosyne)  (6);  and  the  ANS  has  four 
types  too  (Athena,  Dikaiosyne,  Elpis,  Nike). 

The  question  can  be  asked  why  Severina's  tetradrachms  of  year  7 are 
more  common  than  those  of  her  husband.  Milne  never  gave  an  explanation 
of  that  fact,  and  neither  did  Dattari,  who  only  wrote  that  he  never 
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has  seen  coins  issued  during  the  interregnum  (7).  We  think  that  an 
explanation  can  be  found  if  one  accepts  that  the  Alexandrian  mint  con- 
tinued striking  coins  with  her  name  during  the  interregnum,  after  it 
ceased  issuing  those  of  Aurelian. 

If  the  Alexandrian  mint  continued  her  issues  during  the  interregnum, 
it  may  prove  that  she  still  had  some  authority  during  that  period,  and 
it  certainly  proves  that  the  interregnum  lasted  long  enough,  since  the 
output  must  have  been  rather  important.  Consequently,  a duration  of 
about  two  months  is  very  likely.  The  scarcity  of  Aurelian' s tetra- 
drachms  of  year  7,  suggests  that  the  emperor  died  very  early  in  that 
year,  probably  during  the  first  half  of  October.

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Money  Trees

While  it  is  true  that  money  may  not  grow 
on  trees,  it  is  sometimes  found  on  them. 

In  the  Orient,  where  casting  rather  than 
striking  was  the  chosen  method  of  coin  pro- 
duction, centuries  of  practice  and  reform 
led,  in  the  early  1700's,  to  a technique 
whereby  98  or  more  cash  could  be  produced 
in  one  operation.  And  while  a struck  coin 
is  at  one  moment  a metal  blank  and  the  next 
a finished  coin,  cast  money  has  an  inter- 
mediate stage  between  molten  metal  and 
finished  product:  the  tree.  Western  col- 

lectors, however,  are  often  confused  as 
to  what  a money  tree  is  and  what  types  of 
trees  exist.  I feel  it  is  useful  to  dis- 
tinguish three  categories  of  money  trees. 
First,  there  are  official  mint-made  cash 
trees  which  are  simply  an  intermediate 
stage  in  the  production  of  cash  which  have 
somehow  survived  intact.  Second,  there  are 
temple  money  trees  containing  coins  of 
official  type,  but  made  privately  and  for 
religious  purposes.  And  finally  there 
are  amulet  trees  of  fancy  and  imaginative 
design  whose  "coins"  were  never  intended  to 
be  broken  off,  much  less  circulated. 

The  first  money  trees,  or  ch'ien  shu,  were 
made  in  the  Ch'in  Dynasty  to  cast  Pan-liang 
coins  which  had  previously,  in  the  Chou 
Dynasty,  been  cast  one  at  a time  from  a 
mould  which  was  used  only  once.  A "mother" 
coin  was  cut  in  stone  or  bronze  with  the  desired  characters,  then  press- 
ed two-by-two  in  rows  in  a clay  mould.  Between  the  two  rows  a channel 
was  made,  along  with  smaller  gutters  from  the  central  channel  to  each 
coin  impression.  The  same  was  then  done  with  the  reverse  side  of  the 
mother  cash  on  another  mould,  the  two  placed  together  face  to  face, 
tied  together,  and  the  molten  copper  poured  down  the  end  of  the  channel 
which  had  been  run  off  the  edge  of  the  mould.  After  cooling,  the 
moulds  were  unbound  and  there  sat  the  tree:  central  channel  had  become 

stem,  connecting  gutters  branches,  and  the  coins  themselves  the  "fruit" 
of  the  process!  By  1729  numerous  improvements  had  been  made  so  that 
the  moulds  were  now  wood  frames  filled  with  "sand",  actually  a mixture 
of  ground-up  sand,  brick  powder,  and  coal  powder  so  fine  and  so  tightly 
packed  that  it  would  retain  the  impression  of  the  mother  cash  pressed 
into  it.  By  then  also  the  stems  had  been  eliminated  so  the  "fruit" 
clung  directly  to  the  trunk  and  an  extra  row  of  cash  was  attached  to 
the  first  row  on  both  side  of  the  stem,  doubling  the  output  from  each 
mould.  Once  the  cooled  tree  was  removed  from  the  mould,  the  cash  were 
broken  off  and  strung  on  a bamboo  stick  so  the  edges  could  be  filed 
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Example  of  three  money  trees 
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smooth  en  masse,  though  the  faces  had  to  be  filed  individually.  Fin- 
ally, some  10,000  cash  were  thrown  into  a wooden  tub  with  chaff  and 
shaken  about  to  remove  the  black  copper-oxide  and  made  them  shiny. 
Complete  and  even  incomplete  official  money  trees  are  rare  today  and 
very  few  private  collections  possess  an  example . The  largest  group  ever 
known  to  be  in  private  hands  was  part  of  the  Coole  collection,  recent- 
ly purchased  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Lee  of  Taipei.  Some  of  the  complete  trees 
from  this  collection  have  reportedly  been  offered  to  museums  at  $7000. 

A second  type  of  tree,  still  correctly  called  "money  tree"  was  produced 
from  the  late  18th  century  until  about  1910  by  private  parties  for 
presentation  to  temples,  according  to  Dr.  Werner  Burger.  The  inscrip- 
tions, size  and  weight  of  the  coins  were  exactly  as  the  official  coin- 
age of  the  current  reign.  The  trees  were  presented  to  temples  as  pay- 
ment for  certain  ceremonies  and  often  had  fancy  ornamention  at  the  top 
and  bottom,  in  contrast  to  the  plain  official  trees,  as  they  were 
placed  on  display  during  the  course  of  the  ceremonies.  Afterwards  the 
Monks  would  break  off  the  coins  and  spend  them,  and  sell  the  stem  and 
ornamentation  as  well.  Thus  intact  temple  money  trees,  while  not  as 
rare  as  official  ones,  are  quite  scarce.  As  officially-sanctioned 
non-mint  products  they  provide  an  interesting  footnote  to  the  history 
of  China's  money. 

The  third  and  commonest  type  of  tree  is  the  amulet  tree,  such  as  the 
one  partially  pictured  at  the  beginning  of  this  article.  These  were 
made  in  the  usual  way  but  with  much  more  fancy  workmanship  at  top, 
bottom,  and  sprouting  from  the  coins  themselves.  They  were  hung  on  the 
walls  of  private  homes  to  bring  good  fortune,  in  the  sense  that  "money 
should  grown  on  trees  for  you"  and  thus  are  nearly  always  found  intact. 
Presumably  round  amulets  were  cast,  broken  off,  and  processed  just  as 
ordinary  cash  were,  and  not  on  fancy  trees  such  as  these. 


Japanese  money  trees  probably  exist  in  all  three  categories  as  do  the 
Chinese.  Until  a few  years  ago  trees  of  the  official  100-Mon  coin 
were  found  on  the  market  now  and  then  as  cheap  as  $150.  Logically, 
Annamese  and  Korean  money  trees  should  exist.  I would  be  curious  to 
know  if  anyone  has  seen  or  heard  of  one.  Tin  money  trees  from  Malaya 
are  well  known,  though  rare  and  often  counterfeited.  Finally,  the 
copper  coins  of  Morocco  were  cast  on  trees  frwm  at  least  1752  until 
1878.  These  trees  are  also  scarce  to  rare,  though  not  widely  collected.

Without  a single  letter  or  number  on 
the  reverse  , this  coin  might  be  dif- 
ficult to  attribute.  It  is  the  1914 
2 Kroner  of  Norway,  commemorating 
the  1000th  anniversary  of  their  adop- 
ted constitution.  One  source  describes 

the  figure  as  "Standing  Horwegia",  but  I suspect  it  is  King  Olav  II, 
who  upon  winning  the  crown  in  1016,  brought  Christianity  to  Norway. 
He  was  killed  in  battle  in  1030  and  became  Patron  Saint  of  Norway  in 
1164.  Information  from  members  will  be  appreciated. 
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DR.  P.  GUPTA  ANNOUNCES  FORMATION  OF  "INDIAN  INSTITUTE  OF  RESEARCH  IN 
NUMISMATIC  STUDIES" 


NI  member  Dr.  Parameshwarilal  Gupta,  along  with  Shri  K.  K.  Maheshwari, 
recently  announced  the  formation  of  the  INDIAN  INSTITUTE  OF  RESEARCH 
IN  NUMISMATIC  STUDIES,  a new  foundation  funded  by  a Trust  which  will 
take  care  of  the  project,  not  only  in  the  initial  formative  stages, 
but  also  to  see  it  flourish  in  the  future  as  well. 

The  brochure  which  accompanied  the  announcement  lists  in  detail  the 
plans  for  the  Institute  as  follows. 

"Recognising  the  need  for  a research  centre  to  organise  the  studies 
in  numismatics  to  aid  future  investigations  related  to  history,  arch- 
aeology, art  and  economics,  an  idea  has  been  conceived  to  establish 
an  institution  named  'INDIAN  INSTITUTE  OF  RESEARCH  IN  NUMISMATIC 
STUDIES' . It  has  been  registered  under  Bombay  Public  Trust  Act 
[Registration  no.  E 7625  (Bombay)]  and  Income  Tax  Act  1961.  Donations 
to  the  Institute  are  exempt  under  Section  80-G  of  the  Income  Tax  Act." 

Location:  It  is  proposed  to  locate  the  Institue  at  Nasik,  which  is 

less  than  200  kilometres  from  Bombay  and  is  well  connected  by  rail  and 
road,  with  the  metropolis.  Climate  conditions  of  Nasik  are  well  suited 
to  storage  of  valuable  research  materials.  The  atmosphere  is  calm  and 
quiet,  congenial  to  the  activities  of  the  proposed  Institute.  The 
following  facilities  will  be  made  available. 

LIBRARY 

The  Institute  will  have  an  extensive  Library,  that  will  include  books 
and  journals  on  numismatics  and  allied  subjects  like  archaeology, 
epigraphy,  sigillography , history,  etc.  of  the  world  in  general . In 
particular,  the  Library  will  contain  data  on  India,  her  neighbouring 
countries  and  the  countries  that  had  close  contacts  with  India  in  the 
past  viz.  Central  Asia,  China,  Middle  East,  South-East  Asia,  Aus- 
tralia and  the  empires  of  Rome  and  Bactria.  Every  endeavour  will  be 
made  to  collect  texts  related  to  Indian  numismatics  that  has  ever  been 
published  in  any  part  of  the  world  and  in  any  language,  either  in 
original  or  in  mechanically  reproduced  copies.  Attempts  will  also  be 
made  to  have  translations  available  of  such  articles  that  are  published 
in  languages  other  than  Indian  or  English.  The  building  of  a Library 
of  this  kind  is  not  an  easy  task  and  is  a long  term  project. 

Dr.  Parmeshwarilal  Gupta,  an  internationally  reputed  numismatist,  has 
promised  to  donate  his  collection  of  numismatic  and  history  books  to 
the  Institute  and  it  would  form  the  nucleus  of  this  Library.  Similar 
cooperation  is  being  sought  from  numismatists  and  institutions  all 
over  the  world. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  ARCHIVES 

The  most  important  tool  for  research  in  numismatics  are  the  coins  them- 
selves. But  for  obvious  reasons,  collection  of  coins  for  such  an 
ambitious  project  is  not  possible.  To  meet  this  deficiency,  the  In- 
stitute will  build  photographic  archives  of  as  many  coins  and  from  as 
many  sources  as  possible.  Attempts  will  be  made  to  have  the  photo- 
graphic records  of  all  important  Indian  and  allied  coins  deposited 
in  the  museums  and  private  collections  of  the  world.  This  archival 
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collection  would  serve  the  purpose  of  a ready  reference  and  provide 
study  material  under  one  roof,  which  is  at  present  inaccessible,  scat- 
tered, and  in  many  cases  even  unknown.  Enlarged  photographs  of  4.5  cms 
to  5 cms  size  will  be  individually  mounted  on  Cardex  which  will  incorp- 
orate all  the  available  details  of  the  coins. 

NEGATIVE  ARCHIVES 

To  make  the  photographs  of  the  coins  available  to  the  scholars  for 
studying  and  publication,  it  is  proposed  to  build  up  an  archives  of 
negatives  of  various  coins  from  various  sources.  Dr.  Parameshwarilal 
Gupta's  negative  collection  has  already  been  received  by  the  Institute 
for  this  purpose. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  STUDIO 

The  Institute  will  maintain  a well-equipped  photographic  department 
for  the  collection  of  photographs  for  the  archives.  It  will  supply 
photographs  to  the  scholars  and  students  for  their  research  and  if 
necessary,  also  for  publication. 

METALLURGICAL  LABORATORY 

The  study  of  metal  and  metalography  of  coins  is  an  important  part  of 
numismatic  research.  But  little  facility  for  this  kind  of  research 
in  numismatics  is  available.  So,  it  is  proposed  to  have  a suitable 
laboratory  where  physical,  chemical  and  metallurgical  tests  could  be 
made  using  the  latest  modern  methods. 

COIN  MUSEUM 

Coin  collection  would  not  be  a major  part  of  the  activities  of  the 
Institute.  Yet,  it  is  proposed  to  have  a coin  museum  with  represent- 
ative specimens  displayed  in  the  galleries  to  educate  the  common 
people  and  school  children.  This  will  generate  general  interest  in 
numismatics  among  more  and  more  people.  With  Nasik  being  an  important 
place  of  pilgrimage  an  added  attraction  will  be  available  to  people 
from  different  parts  of  the  country  to  visit  the  Museum. 

RESEARCH  FACILITIES 

All  possible  research  facilities  will  be  provided  to  scholars  and 
students  of  numismatics.  A modest  hostel  for  scholars  to  stay  and 
work  is  part  of  the  scheme. 

TRAINING 

The  Institute  will  run  practical  courses  in  numismatics  of  different 
duration  for  museum  personnel  school  teachers , college  teachers  and 
lay  coin-collectors  for  enhancing  understanding  of  the  subject.  Uni- 
versities shall  be  approached  to  recognise  the  Institute  for  research 
and  education.  Museum  and  public  services  will  be  asked  to  bestow 
credence  to  persons  trained  at  the  Institute  in  employment  in  Museums 
and  in  teaching. 

PUBLICATION 

The  Institute  will  have  a periodical  research  journal.  In  addition, 
it  shall  publish  books  and  monographs  pertaining  to  Indian  numismatics. 
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SEMINARS  AND  LECTURES 


Seminars  and  lectures  will  be  organised  from  time  to  time  at  the  In- 
stitute for  the  scholars  and  coin  collectors. 

MANAGEMENT 

a)  The  Institute  shall  be  headed  by  a full  time  Director.  Dr.  Par- 
meshwarilal  Gupta,  has  agreed  to  organise  the  Institute  in  its  form- 
ative period.  It  is  likely  that  he  would  continue  as  a Director,  after 
the  Institute  takes  shape  and  becomes  operative. 

b)  There  will  be  a consultative  or  advisory  committee  of  scholars  and 
experts  to  guide  the  Director.  It  will  meet  from  time  to  time  as 
required. 

c)  The  overall  management  of  the  Institute  will  be  with  no  profit 
interest . 

WORKING  SCHEDULE 

It  is  hoped  that  the  construction  of  the  building  for  the  Institute 
would  begin  some  time  by  this  year  (1980)  end,  and  by  early  1982,  be 
ready  for  occupation.  By  mid-1982,  the  Institue  would  begin  function- 
ing. 

APPEAL 

All  persons  interested  in  any  way  in  numismatics  are  requested  to 
help  the  Institute  in  any  manner  that  they  can  easily  and  conveniently 
afford.  Books,  journals,  paper  clippings,  coins,  photographs,  nega- 
tives, office  and  laboratory  equipments  are  the  first  requirements 
of  the  Institute.  Philanthrophists  and  Institutions  are  invited  to 
create  scholarships  and  awards  at  the  Institute  to  enable  the  scholars 
and  students  in  conducting  research.

A VISIT  TO  NIGERIA

During  a two  week  visit  to  Nigeria  in  November,  1980  I found  that  the 
one,  five  and  ten  Kobo  were  in  current  circulation.  One  Kobo  coins 
dated  1973  and  1974  were  easily  obtained  as  well  as  five  Kobo  dated 
1973,  1974,  1976  and  ten  Kobo  dated  1973  and  1976.  The  ten  Kobo  of 
1974  was  very  scarce.  The  half  Kobo  minted  only  in  1973  has  completely 
disappeared  from  circulation  and  it  was  only  through  a friend  with 
bank  contacts  that  I was  able  to  obtain  some  of  these  coins.  The 
twenty-five  Kobo,  although  minted  in  1973  and  1975,  circulates  about 
as  frequently  as  a Canadian  fifty  cent  piece  or  the  Susan  B.  Anthony 
U.S.  dollar  which  is  to  say  - not  at  all.  I was  able  to  obtain  a few 
through  this  same  friend.  New  crisp  uncirculated  notes  were  readily 
available,  especially  the  fifty  Kobo  and  the  one  Naira  notes.  Coinage 
of  the  "Nigeria- British  West  Africa"  period  (1907-1958)  was  to  be  found 
in  various  sellers  stalls  (as  an  adjunct  to  their  main  wares),  but 
usually  common  coins  such  as  the  1943  Shilling  (Y-27)  and  seldom  in 
very  good  condition. 
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A SIND  COIN  OF  SULTAN  ILTUTMISH

Attributing  an  old  Indian  coin  is  somewhat  like  solving  a jigsaw  puzzle 
combined  with  a crossword  puzzle  in  a foreign  language.  The  design, 
fabric,  style  and  legend  are  used  to  attribute  the  coins  to  a ruler 
and,  perhaps  a mint.  The  references  are  then  consulted  to  find  out  how 
and  where  the  coin  "fits".  The  uncertainty  of  the  histories  and  in- 
complete designs  on  the  coins  leaves  a lot  of  room  for  speculation. 

I recently  acquired  the  rare  Bull  & Horseman  coin  with  the  fragmentary 
bull  side  legend  "latitima",  usually  attributed  to  Sultan  Iltutimish 
of  Delhi.  This  coin  is  rather  thicker  and  smaller  in  diameter  than  is 
usual  for  Iltitmish's  Bull  & Horseman  coins.  The  fabric  is  almost 
identical  to  those  Bull  & Horseman  coins  issued  by  A1  Hasan  Qarlagh 
of  Sind  when  he  became  an  independent  ruler.  The  style  of  the  bull 
is  also  unusual,  but  so  similar  to  the  coins  of  Jalalu-d-Din  and  A1 
Hasan  Qarlagh  of  Sind  as  to  suggest  that  the  dies  were  cut  by  the  same 
person . 

This  was  a troubled  period  in  the  area  north  and  west  of  the  Indus. 
Ala-al-Din  Muhammad,  the  Khwarizm  Shah,  had  killed  Chenghis  Khan's 
ambassadors  which  had  irritated  the  Mongol  so  much  that  he  had  destroy- 
ed the  Khwarizm  empire  and  gone  on  into  Persia.  Jalalu-d-Din,  son  of 
the  Khwarizm  Shah,  had  escaped  the  Mongols  by  crossing  the  Indus  into 
the  Punjab.  Sultan  Iltutmish  of  Delhi,  who  had  probably  heard  of 
Chenghis  Khan's  practice  of  destroying  nations  that  gave  refuge  to  his 
enemies,  was  trying  to  keep  Jalalu-d-Din  away  from  Delhi  without  act- 
ually provoking  a war  which  he  wasn't  in  a position  to  fight  and,  at 
the  same  time,  trying  to  recover  the  province  of  Sind,  which  had  been 
a part  of  the  Sultanate  under  Aibak,  his  predecessor.  Jalalu-d-Din 
established  a power  base  in  the  mountains  of  Sind  and  Afghanistan  (the 
Mongols,  like  invaders  and  central  governments  since,  did  not  control 
the  hill  tribesmen  who  tend  to  be  very  xenophobic)  and  went  on  to 
conquer  Persia. 

The  references  give  the  following  information  about  Sind  in  this  period 

1221  Jalalu-d-Din  Mangu  Garni  of  Khwarizm,  son  of  Ala-al-Din  Muhammad 
Shah, escapes  from  the  Mongol  Chengis  Khan  into  India  and,  repuls- 
ed by  Sultan  Iltutmish  of  Delhi,  establishes  himself  in  Sind; 
much  to  the  embarrassment  of  Nasir-d-Din  Qubacha,  who  hasn't 
acknowledged  the  supremacy  of  Delhi  since  the  death  of  Aibak  in 
1210. 

1223  Jalalu-d-Din  marches  off  to  Persia  and  establishes  an  empire 
there,  defeating  the  Mongols  in  several  battles  to  retain  it. 

1228  Sultan  Iltutmish  of  Delhi  defeats  Sultan  Qubacha  of  Sind  who 
drowns  in  the  Indus  shortly  thereafter.  Coinage  was  struck  in 
the  name  of  Iltutmish  in  Sind  and  the  prayers  read  in  his  name. 

1229  Iltutmish  receives  in vesture  from  the  Caliph. 

1229/30  A Mo.gol  army  under  Jurmanghun  defeats  Jalalu-d-Din  and  he 

spends  the  rest  of  his  life  as  a fugitive  until  he  is  killed 
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by  a Turkish  Tribesman. 


1236  Saifu-d-Din  Hasan  Qarlagh  is  holding  part  of  Sind  for  his  master; 
Jalalu-d-Din. 

1236  Sultan  Iltutmish  of  Delhi  dies. 

1239/49  Saifu-d-Din  issues  coins  in  Sind  in  his  own  name. 

The  maximum  time  span  for  issue  of  the  Sind  coins  with  the  unusual 
style  bull  is  only  28  years  (1221-1249).  The  minimum  time  span  would 
be  only  about  four  years;  from  before  the  death  of  Iltutmish  (1236) 
to  the  assumption  of  independence  by  Saifu-d-Din  (1239).  This  could 
easily  fall  within  the  working  life  of  a single  die  maker. 

The  coins  of  Jalalu-d-Din  and  the  unattributed  coins  are  on  broader, 
thinner  flans  than  the  coins  of  Iltutmish  and  Saifu-d-Din.  I have  con- 
cluded that  the  coins  of  Jalalu-d-Din  were  issued  before  those  of  Iltut- 
mish; that  the  third  coin  illustrated  is  definitely  the  coin  issued  by 
Iltutmish  in  Sind,  and  that  the  unattributed  coins  was  probably  struck 
to  commemorate  Iltutmish' s investure  by  the  Caliph. 

I would  enjoy  hearing  from  anyone  interested  in  this  series.

Automobile 


The  automobile  was  invented  in  Europe, 
perfected  in  America  and  commemorated 
in  China.  Actually,  the  coin  commemor- 
ates the  opening  of  the  first  motor 
road  in  Kwei-Chow  Province,  and  the  car 
is  the  4-door  sedan  of  Governor  Chow- 
Hsi-chen.  The  inscription  above  reads  MADE  BY  THE  KWEI-CHOW  GOVERNMENT 
and  below,  reading  from  right  to  left,  7 MACE  2 CANDAREENS.  It  was 
minted  in  the  17th  year  of  the  Republic  (1928)  at  Chengtu.

(Royal  Academy  of  Letters,  History  and  Antiquities),  published  by 
Almquist  & Wiksell  International,  Stockholm,  Sweden,  1979,  107pp,  illus. 
line  drawings,  maps,  7 plates,  paper  bound,  10"  x 8",  English  and 
German  text. 

We  can  all  learn  from  and  applaud  the  work  of  our  colleagues.  Since 
much  of  my  time  is  presently  spent  in  a major  project  inventorying 
for  computer  printout  an  important  public  numismatic  collection,  it 
has  been  a real  joy  for  me  to  see  in  print  the  results  of  similar  work, 
part  of  a projected  series  dealing  with  Sweden's  25  provinces.  This 
catalogue  continues  the  national  inventory  (already  complete  are  1. 
Gotland — 1.  Akeback-Atlingbo , 1975  and  1.  Gotland — 2.  Bal-Buttle,  1977, 
and  in  preparation  are  1.  Gotland — 3.  Dalhem-Etelhem,  and  1.  Gotland — 

4.  Fardhem-Fro jel)  with  the  10  find-spots  of  over  1800  coins  from 
Dalarna  province  in  north-west  Central  Sweden. 

Brita  Maimer,  Director  of  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  and  Editor  tells  us 
that : 

"So  far  the  work  on  the  publication  of  Viking  Age  coins  found  in 
Sweden  has  been  concentrated  on  the  Gotland  hoards.  These  are 
distributed  over  the  whole  Viking  Age,  and  have  a comparatively 
homogeneous  composition.  The  9th  and  10th  century  hoards  consist 
mainly  of  Islamic  coins.  11th  centry  hoards  are  dominated  by  English 
and  German  coins  with  a strong  preponderance  of  German  coins  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  century.  The  mainland  hoards  have  a consid- 
erably smaller  proportion  of  Islamic  coins  than  the  Gotland  ones, 
and  there  are  also  other  differences.  The  material  from  the  pro- 
vince of  Dalarna  is  of  a notably  late  character.  The  latest  coins 
in  the  larger  hoards  date  from  the  middle  and  the  later  part  of  the 
11th  century.  German  coins  are  predominant  and  the  secondary  in- 
dividual elements  such  as  bends  , pecks,  etc.  have  a high  frequency."

The  Explanatory  Notes  are  clear  and  concise  and  include  the  following 
headings:  1.  Finds:  a)  Collection,  inventory  numbers  and  numbering 

system,  b)  Category  of  find,  c)  Contents  of  find  (Number  of  coins, 

Other  objects,  Metal),  d)  Table  of  coins,  e)  Dating,  and  f)  Comments; 

2.  Coins:  a)  Explanation  of  column  system,  b)  General  data  (Sasanian 

Empire,  Islamic  Dynasties,  Byzantine  Empire,  Germany,  France,  Italy, 
Bohemia,  Poland,  Hungary,  England,  Ireland,  Scandinavia,  Denmark, 

Norway,  Sweden,  Blanks),  c)  Individual  Data:  Primary  individual  data 

(Column  1:  Weight,  Column  2:  Diameter,  Column  3:  Die  Axis),  and 

Secondary  Individual  Data:  (Column  4:  Cut  and  fragmentary  coins. 

Column  5:  Incisions,  and  Column  6:  Cracked  and  bent  coins,  holes 

and  loops)  and  3.  Map  Symbols. 
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The  Catalogue  includes  10  find  spots  from  Falun:  1 - Falu  Koppargruva, 

"above  the  Copper-mine",  Husby ; 2 - Ytternora  I;  3 - Ytternora  II, 
Jama;  4 - Skalo,  Leksand;  5 - Leksand  Church;  6 - Vastannor,  Mora; 

7 - Ona;  8 - Sanda;  9 - Utmeland,  and  Rattvik;  and  10  - Backa. 

Of  the  over  1800  coins  found,  the  earliest  is  A.D.  747/8  and  the  lat- 
est A.D.  1086-.  Islamic  dynasties  include  Umayyad,  'Abassid,  Samanid, 
Unknown,  and  imitations  of  'Abbasid  prototypes. 

Notable  are  the  Swedish  Anund  Jakob  imitation  of  Cnut  type  (Ona  x*), 
the  Niederlothringen  Goslar  Otto-Adeheid  Pfennigs  (Sanda  577,  590 
and  636),  and  the  English  Edward  the  Confessor  Radiate  Small  Cross 
types  (Sanda  1251,  1254,  and  1258). 

The  plates  are  clear  and  usable. 

Let  us  give  thanks  to  the  Director  Nils  Ludwig  Rasmusson,  the  Editor 
Brita  Maimer,  and  the  specialists  Peter  Berghaus,  Gert  Hatz,  Vera 
Watz,  Bengt  E.  Hoven,  Kenneth  Jonsson,  Elsa  Lindberger  and  others  for 
their  work  in  this  important  undertaking.

The  Evolution  of  Coinage.  G.  MacDonald.  148pp,  7 plates  in  text 
(9"  x 5-1/2").  The  pages  include  a separate  key  to  the  plates,  a brief 
bibliography  and  index.  Hardback.  1980.  $20.00.  An  Obol  reprint 

of  the  1916  Cambridge  edition. 

MacDonald  was  one  of  the  great  numismatic  scholars  of  the  early  20th 
century,  as  well  as  honorary  curator  of  the  great  Hunter  Coin  Cabinet 
in  Glasgow,  Scotland. 

Subject  matters  are  best  indicated  by  the  chapter  headings:  Coinage 

and  the  State;  Material  of  Coinage;  Methods  of  Production;  Types; 
Legends;  Dates  and  Marks  of  Value.  The  primary  section  is  spent  on 
Greek  coinage  (since  the  work  deals  particularly  with  coinage  of  the 
European  world),  with  a section  on  that  of  Rome.  Also  touched  on  are 
such  subjects  as  sceats,  bracteates,  Islamic  origins  and  so  on. 

Actually  a handbook,  it  is  written  in  straightforward  language  and 
style.  It  is  a valuable  text  book  for  any  collector  who  wishes  to  be 
informed  about  the  background  of  what  he  collects  and  the  early  his- 
tory of  coinage  in  the  West.  A useful  edition  to  libraries  and 
museums,  or  clubs.

Masterpieces  of  Greek  Coinage.  C.  Seltman.  129pp  (10"  x 7-1/2")  in- 
cluding brief  index  and  notes  on  the  coins  described.  There  are  in- 
numerable illustrations  throughout  the  text,  of  the  famous  types,  many 
enlarged  4 or  5 times.  (An  even  larger  work  of  this  type,  I think, 
also  by  Seltman,  came  out  before  World  War  II  in  Holland.)  An  OBOL 
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reprint  of  the  Oxford,  1949  edition.  $20.00. 

Coins  illustrated  are  from  the  great  cabinets  of  Europe  and  Boston, 
as  well  as  several  from  private  collections.  The  photography  is  very 
good.  Of  its  very  nature  this  works  fits  in  well  with  MacDonald's 
The  Evoltuion  of  Coinage.  While  essentially  an  art  book,  it  is  a 
useful  text  to  any  scholars  or  collectors  of  Greek  coins  who  have  a 
desire  to  appreciate  their  beauty  and  background.  It  includes  a good 
deal  of  historical  information,  as  well  as  details  about  die  engravers, 
coin  varieties  and  old  time  coinage  experiments.

The  Charlton  Standard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  Coins,  244pp,  illus.  Soft 
cover,  5-1/4"  x 8".  Published  by  The  Charlton  Press,  299  Queen  Street 
West,  Toronto,  Ontario,  Canada  M5V  1Z9.  $3.50  plus  .50c  postage  and 

handling. 

This  31st  (Winter  1981)  edition  of  a standard  reference  on  Canadian 
coins  was  released  in  mid-November  1980.  It  was  completely  revised 
and  compiled  by  Dr.  James  A.  Haxby,  well  known  author  of  a great  many 
articles  on  Canadian  numismatists,  and  is  about  double  the  size  of  the 
previous  128  page  edition.  Dr.  Haxby  has  enlarged  the  scope  of  the 
catalogue,  with  additional  historical  data,  new  high  quality  photo- 
graphs, and  more  technical  data  and  statistics  than  has  ever  before 
been  compiled  for  a Canadian  coin  catalogue. 

New  to  this  edition  is  a summary  of  the  principal  foreign  coins  used 
in  Canada  during  the  French  and  British  regimes,  as  well  as  provincial 
pre-decimal  issues.  The  set-up  for  the  entire  catalogue  has  been  com- 
pletely re-done  and  is  very  spacious.  Valuations  have  been  changed  to 
reflect  current  market  trends. 

The  catalogue  lists  and  evaluates  all  coins  issued  by  Canada,  Newfound- 
land, New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island  from  1858  to 
present,  as  well  as  the  coinage  used  during  the  French  and  British 
regimes.  It  is  the  standard  reference  on  the  subject.  Mintage  figures 
are  given  and  the  major  die  varieties  are  listed,  illustrated  and  valued 
Valuations  are  presented  in  up  to  7 conditions  according  to  the  official 
grading  system  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  from  G-4  through 
MS-60.  For  each  type  coin  there  is  a clear  photograph  of  both  sides, 
a brief  text  with  data  relavent  to  the  type  coin,  the  name  of  the  de- 
signer and  modeller,  the  metallic  composition,  diameter,  weight,  edge 
type,  and  die  axis  in  the  coinage  arrangement. 

Local  pre-decimal  issues,  including  the  New  Brunswick  1854  coinage, 
the  Nova  Scotia  1856  coinage  and  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Holey  dollar 
and  plug  coinage  of  1813,  are  also  catalogued. 

Separate  sections  describe,  list  and  evaluate  collectors'  coins  includ- 
ing: proof-like  and  specimen  silver  dollars  1935-1967,  proof-like  and 

specimen  nickel  dollars  1968-1980,  cased  .500  fine  silver  dollars  1971- 
1980,  gold  20  dollars,  gold  100  dollars,  $50  maple  leaf  bullion  coins 
1979-1980,  specimen  cases  and  sets  1858-1952,  proof-like  and  specimen 
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sets  1953-1970,  and  collectors'  coin  sets  1971-1980.  A number  of  the 
presentation  cases  are  illustrated. 

The  catalogue  begins  with  an  excellent  photo-grading  guide  with  de- 
scriptions and  photographs  to  illustrate  each  grade,  according  to  the 
A.N.A.  grading  system,  showing  the  obverse  side  of  the  Canadian  50 
cent  coins  from  Queen  Victoria  through  Queen  Elizabeth  II.  Short 
sections  on  the  manufacture  of  Canadian  coins;  mints,  mint  marks  and 
other  letters;  and  other  subjects  are  also  covered  in  the  introductory 
text . 

An  illustrated  listing  with  text  of  patterns,  trial  pieces,  and  of- 
ficial concoctions  and  also  of  test  tokens  appears  near  the  end  of  the 

catalogue . 

Four  tables  list:  the  gold  content  of  Canadian  gold  coins;  the  bullion 

value  of  Canadian  gold  coins  (compiled  from  $400  per  troy  ounce  to 

$1000  per  troy  ounce,  in  increments  of  $50  Canadian);  silver  content 
of  Canadian  coins;  and  bullion  value  of  Canadian  silver  coins  (compiled 
from  $10  per  ounce  to  $70  per  ounce  in  increments  of  $5  Canadian). 

These  appendencies  will  be  of  great  use  in  these  days  of  high  precious 
metal  prices. 

This  catalogue  is  the  standard  reference  on  Canadian  coins.  It  is 
published  bi-annually  with  a Winter  and  a Summer  edition.  The  previous 
edition  (30th)  was  published  in  March  1980.

Monnaies  Grecques  Antiques  et  Imperiales  Romaines  (Classical  Greek  and 
Roman  Imperial  Coins).  Jameson  (Collection)  in  4 volumes.  Hardback, 
908pp  text  and  individual  sectional  indices,  164  plates,  each  volume 
having  the  plates  together  at  the  end.  OBOL  reprint.  1980.  $295.00. 

French  text. 

The  original  volumes  were  published  by  the  author/owner/ collector  be- 
tween 1913/32  with  the  Greek  and  Roman  coins  intermixed.  For  greater 
reference  convenience  all  the  Roman  coins  are  in  volume  II.  Volume  I 
now  includes  a concordance  at  the  beginning  to  serve  as  a geographical 
guide  to  each  issue,  together  with  the  number  of  its  volume.  Thus  la 
contains  The  Greek  World,  lb  The  Hellenic  World,  III  & IV  The  Hellenic 
East  - Asia  Minor  plus  the  Islands  of  Troas,  Aeolis,  Lesbos,  Ionia, 

Cos,  Caria,  etc.  Then  Syria,  Phoenicia,  Central  Asia  and  Africa. 

These  volumes  are  a superb  treat  (and  in  my  own  case  the  very  first 
time  I have  seen  one),  an  essential  work  for  all  libraries,  museums 
and  classical  scholars,  certainly  for  any  one  interested  in  Greek  art, 
quite  apart  from  coinage  per  se.  Considering  the  quality  of  the  work, 
binding,  paper,  plates,  and  the  original  very  small,  irregular  print- 
ings, this  set  is  not  expensive,  however  heavy  for  individual  collectors. 
The  originals  but  rarely  appear  in  sales,  fetching  astronomical  prices 
when  they  do  so. 

There  are  3000  coins  illustrated(3152) , the  most  important  and  superb 
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specimens  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  coinage;  where  the  condition  is  less 
than  perfect,  the  coin  is  (or  was)  rare  or  unique.  The  plates  are  an 
aesthetic  joy  and  an  intellectual  treat.  The  text  description  of  each 
coin,  while  brief,  is  to  the  point  and  can  be  easily  understood  with 
a French/English  vocabulary  (see  Frey  and  NI  BULLETIN) . Weights  (grams) 
date  of  issue  (where  possible),  are  also  given  as  well.  To  scholars 
and  dealers  of  special  value  is  the  origin  and/or  collection  of  each 
coin  listed  (often  more  than  one  sale) . This  is  invaluable  for  trac- 
ing or  placing  rare  coins,  or  for  scholarly  writing/study. 

This  must  have  been  one  of  the  last  great  collections  Lo  be  formed. 

It  is  doubtful  that  such  a collection  could  be  assembled  again,  re- 
gardless of  expense.  The  collection  has  long  since  been  broken  up, 
going  to  public  and  private  ones.  Many  coins  are  of  superior  quality 
to  individual  specimens  in  public  collections  (no  museum  has  the  funds!) 
Mr.  Oikonomides  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  invaluable  contribution 
to  numismatics,  history  and  art. 

The  Roman  coins,  starting  with  Pompey,  Caesar,  etc.  are  listed,  shown, 
in  order  of  time,  seldom  more  than  one  per  ruler,  except  for  special 
reigns,  i.e.  Diode  tianus . They  end  with  Valens  (17  B.C./538  A.D.). 
Because  of  the  complexity  of  Roman  issues,  and  the  imperial  divisions 
of  empire,  the  coins  are  divided  into  three  groups,  each  with  a sep- 
arate index  within  the  text.  Thus  Section  1 goes  to  Romulus  Augustus; 
Section  2 Caesar/Valentinian  III;  Section  3 Pompey/Olybrius.  The 
great  majority  of  the  coins  are  in  gold,  but  there  are  also  a few 
superb  bronzes. 

The  Greek  pieces  are  far  more  numerous  and  the  majority  in  silver  in 
accordance  with  Greek  custom.  Here  again  each  area  is  arranged  in 
order  of  date  (usually  only  approximate).  Unlike  many  collectors, 
Jameson  was  content  only  with  the  most  significant  and  beautiful 
coins  of  each  area/period.  It  is  here  that  the  artistic  value  of 
the  catalog  is  most  obvious;  - as  well  as  showing  the  development, 
not  only  of  Greek  art,  but  also  numismatically . 

Sales  catalogs  have  long  been  recognized  as  a valuable  adjunct  for 
numismatic  study,  as  well  as  works  of  reference.  The  Jameson  col- 
lection must  rank  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding  of  these  and  is  par- 
ticularly useful  for  comparing  data,  details,  etc.  of  rare  coins, 
particularly  if  there  is  any  suspicion  of  forgery.

I had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Ms.  Gyselen  and  her  mentor  Prof.  Pf. 
Gignoux  in  November  of  1980  when  they  visited  the  U.S.  National  Cabi- 
net where  they  examined  the  Sasanian  trays.  Her  three  papers  deal

with  a somewhat  ignored  (for  the  U.S.)  field  of  study the  identifi- 

cation of  Sasanian  mint-signatures. 

In  her  first  paper,  she  deals  with  an  undescribed  and  "forgotten"  hoard 
of  2,278  Sasanian  silver  coins  found  during  the  1930-1  excavations  at 
Susa,  ranging  from  year  7 of  Khusro  I through  year  3 of  Yazdagird  III 
(=A.D.  634/5).  In  her  analysis  of  the  mints,  based  on  a table  prepared 
by  J.  Unvala  with  modifications,  she  sets  up  five  groupings:  a)  1 mint- 

signature,  NYHS,  probably  Visp  Sat  Xusrow  near  Susa,  making  up  12%  of 
the  total;  b)  7 mint-signatures  making  up  40%  of  the  total;  c)  9 mint- 
signatures  making  up  30%  of  the  total;  d)  13  mint-signatures  making  up 
13%  of  the  total;  and  e)  11  mint-signatures  making  up  1%  of  the  total. 
Most  of  the  pieces  (2,175)  are  of  Khusro  II,  especially  of  the  year 
33.  Also  included  are  Ardashir  III:  29;  Boran:  7;  Hormizd  V:  36; 

Khusro  II:  30;  and  Yazdagird  III:  3. 

Her  1979  paper  deals  with  a hoard  of  1,171  pieces  found  during  the 
1976  excavations  at  Susa.  Of  these,  especially  interesting  are  30 
pieces  which  contained  inked-on  Pehlevi  legends.  These  have  been  read 
by  Prof.  Gignoux  and  will  appear  in  a future  issue  of  the  Cahiers  de 
la  D.A.F.I.  The  pieces  in  this  hoard  range  from  year  45  of  Khusro  I 
through  year  38  of  Khusro  II.  Most  (1,168)  are  of  the  latter.  Ms. 
Gyselen  identified  31  different  mint-signatures  comprising  4 groups: 

a)  5 mints  making  up  half  of  the  haord  (DA=Darabgerd  being  most  common); 

b)  7 mints;  c)  5 mints;  and  d)  14  mints  making  up  20%  of  the  hoard. 

Her  1977  paper  deals  with  the  connection  between  place-names  mentioned 
in  full  on  Sasanian  bullae  or  official  seals  and  the  abbreviated  forms 
found  on  coins.  Walker,  speaking  of  the  coin  mint-signatures  writes, 

"Not  all  of  these  can  be  identified  with  absolute  certainty.  Indeed 
the  interpretation  of  the  mint-signatures  on  Sassanian  and  Arab- 
Sassanian  coins  - for  the  two  are  naturally  related  - has  long  been  a 
thorny  problem.  The  difficulty  is  largely  due  to  the  deficiency  and 
ambiguity  of  the  Pehlevi  script,...".  She  has  listed  29  mint-signatures, 
considering  the  identifications  as  established,  sure,  probable,  and 
possible.  New  identifications  are  AYLAN=Eran=asan=kar=Kavad  (probable), 
GLM=Garmejan  (possible) , WYH=Veh-Kavad  (established) , WYHC=Veh-az-Amid- 
Kavad  (probable),  WL=Valaxsfarr  (possible),  ZL=Zalixan  (possible),  MA= 
Masabadan  (probable),  PYL=Per5z-sabuhr. .. (possible) , and  PL=Frah. . . 
(possible).  We  are  grateful  to  Ms.  Gyselen  for  these  additions  to  a 
complex  and  thorny  subject  and  hope  that  her  researches  will  continue 
to  shed  light  into  these  dark  comers  of  early  Middle  Eastern  history.

Some  new  books  on  Armenian  coinages — 

The  Royal  Numismatic  Society  of  Great  Britain  recently  published  a vol- 
ume entitled  Coinage  of  the  Artaxiads  of  Armenia.  It  is  an  original 
study  of  168  varieties  and  types  of  coins,  issued  by  a dozen  rulers  be- 
tween 189  B.C.  and  6 A.D.  There  are  81  pages  and  8 plates.  While  it 
was  written  primarily  for  those  interested  in  the  coinage  of  Armenia, 
it  is  an  essential  work  for  that  part  of  Asia  in  the  Hellenistic  per- 
iod. It  costs  $25.00  (£12.5)  from  GB  Distributors,  Box  33,  W.  Reddibg. 
CT.  06896  (the  book  is  only  £10  to  Fellows). 
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Bedoukian's  Coinage  of  Cilieian  Armenia , first  published  in  1962,  has 
recently  been  republished  in  a revised  edition  and  may  be  obtained 
from  the  same  place  for  $35.00.  It  has  12  new  plates  and  line  drawings. 

As  most  people  concerned  with  Cilieian  Armenia,  so  many  hoards  and  an 
immense  number  of  new  variations  have  come  to  light  since  1962  that  a 
new  edition  is  indispensible . Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  (Ashmolean  Museum)  is 
publishing  a detailed  study  of  a hoard  of  300  pieces  shortly  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society.  These  are  a private  American 
holding.

THE  PADUANS.  Medals  by  Giovanni  Cavino.  R.  H.  Laurence.  31pp  with 
paper  covers,  OBOL  Reprint  1980  from  the  1883  edition.  List  of  auth- 
orities and  life  of  Cavino.  $5.00. 

Modern  coin  collecting  started  with  the  Renaissance  period  in  Italy. 
Inevitably  Roman  coins  and  medallions  were  the  most  frequently  met. 

A number  of  medallists  produced  medals,  sometimes  copies,  sometimes 
pieces  they  "made  up"  from  other  specimens.  (Before  long  many  of  these 
passed  into  the  collections  of  libraries  and  private  collectors,  whose 
interests  were  Greek  or  Roman.) 

Cavino  worked  between  1500  and  1570.  He  turned  out  a great  many  but 
he  is  best  known  for  his  copies  of  large  Roman  brass  coins  and  medal- 
lions. 72  pieces  from  Julius  Caesar  to  Elagabalus  are  described  here, 
41  others  from  Homer  to  the  crucifixion  are  also  included,  along  with 
detailed  descriptions.  Only  three  are  illustrated. 

To  complicate  life  for  collectors,  there  are  a number  of  coins  on 
the  market  that  are  called  "Paduans"  - specimens  cast  from  moulds  and 
of  little  value.  (Cavino 's  pieces  were  never  intended  as  forgeries, 
have  artistic  merit  and  sometimes  are  hard  to  detect  from  the  genuine 
pieces.  They  are  also  valuable  in  themselves.) 

122  of  his  dies  have  survived  and  are  in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  in 
Paris.  Specimens  of  Cavino 's  pieces  appear  in  a number  of  famous  col- 
lections. 

A fascinating  little  book  on  a side  line  of  numismatics.

Since  the  first  central  numismatic  exhibition  of  the  German  Democratic 
Republic  (1971  in  Dresden) , the  second  central  exhibition  showed  a much 
higher  level  of  numismatic  research  from  the  members  of  numismatic 
organizations  in  the  G.D.R.  (Kulturbund  der  DDR,  Gesellschaft  fur 
Heimatkunde,  Fachgruppen  Numismatik) . 

The  exhibition  was  subdivided  as  follows: 

German  Democratic  Republic 
Socialistic  Countries 
Capitalism 
Feudalism 

Research,  Medals,  Hoards 

10,000  visitors  to  the  exhibition  viewed  187  exhibits  submitted  by  total 
of  200  exhibitors.  The  jury  awarded  the  best  exhibits  with  9 gold, 

22  silver  and  26  bronze  medals. 

During  the  exhibition  a mintmaster  and  his  servants  (munzknechte) 
in  medieval  dresses  struck  souvenir  medals  with  new  dies  on  old  sub- 
jects. Following  is  a description  of  these  medals:
